Such was the Ruin © of the 13 3 Church and State, 
thus was JexvSALEn the moſt eminent City not dnly 
of Jvor 4 but of the whole Eaſtern part of the World 
(as Prix himſelf confeſſes) utterly deſtroyed, not with- 
ſtanding its Antiquity, Wealth, and Stength, after it 
had ſtood from the Time of DAV 1179 Years: and its 
very remarkable that this Siege began a while before 
the Paſſover, about the very Time when they had bar- 
baroully put to Death the Se or Gov, Divine Juſtice 
ſometimes obſerving ſuch un exact Proportion in exe- 
cuting its Vengeance. Their fatal Fall being not only 
foretold by our Saviour and his Apoſtles, but lately 
preſigniſied by immediate Prodigies and Signs from 
Heaven.

them chat went up to perform their Heathenith Cere- 
monies; he taking the Perebetz with an undaunted 
Mind, cried aut aloud, Come hither, and take the, 
Branch, not of an Idol-Temple, but of Cuxisr, which 
Piece of Courage, no doubt, e their Rage 


againſt him. 


Having applied bimſcif wholly to the Study of Di- 
vinity, and his Neceſſitics being afterwards Ur gent, he 
by the Advice of his Friends, fold all his Authors of 
Humanity, which he had Diligently peruſed, and now 
hy by him, to, one upon Condition that he ſhould 
allow. bim two-pence a Day for his Maintenance, where- 
with he contented himſelf; and to prevent all Occa- 
fions of Youthful Copcupiſence, he Spent moſt of the 
Day and Night in Reading and Meditating upon the 
Holy Scriptures, and other devout Exerciſes ; ſleeping 
only a few Hours, aud that not in Bed, but upon the 
Ground.

His 
Style was neither too Lofty nor too Mean, but fitted 
to the Capacity of his Hearers; Holineſs and Learning 
ſhined in all his Works.
